Mr. Holbrook wanted the motioato ap- 
ply to timber loasoa- 

(A^Ci>'B^aTe{i said a olauuo oaght to. be 
added protecting tho riglits of those who 
wore now uogotiatiug for ioaaos and who 
hud already goiiu to |i!X[)out'o fur mirvoy-s. 

After Homo disouaajou words* were in- 
■prtedlimitingthe aotion of the reaolu. 
tioa to new applioations for said leases- 
kovaij commission. 

Mr. Robgon moved tho followinp: Ro- 
solution: Wherois certain statouionts 
hflvo appeared in tho public newspapers 
conhooting tho nuinos of Membora of the 
late Government, and pf the uyeaent Gov- 
eunmen^, with pfMeiMingB'oi'a qw&^tion- 
ablo character m rehition to Taxhada la- 
laud, in the Straita of Oooi'giii;aud where- 
as trailsactiohs are alleged to have taken 
place in respect to said Island of a na- 
ture prejudicial to the public interest; bo 
it thorefore Resolved, — I'hat a respectful 
Address bo presontod to ilis^ Honor tho 
laietiteh'ant-Govornor, praying* thiit htt 
will eanse a Uoyal Commission" to be ap- 
pointed, with full power to take evidonco 
under oath, and send for persons and i)a- 
pers for tho purpose of enquiring into tho 
whole matter, and reporting thereon to 
thia House at the next Hession. 

Mr. Kobion said ho -would per- 
haps bo'told that itw4fr not tb^pliioa of tao 
Hous^ to takd obguizanoe of statementa 
in the newspapers; he however thought 
that if a Royal Commiasion wore appoint- 
ed it might lay bare a plot which he be- 
lieved existed to obtain posseasion of an 
island called Taxhada, and the "Ring" it 
was Btatod inoluded a promitaent ex-mem- 
ber !at'tto;6overnm«nt,ir bo .had attempt- 
ed to extort money from Sir John Mac- 
donald as the price of the said laland. He 
alluded to the late scandal in tue Domin- 
ion ot Canada, and said it was desirable 
in ayoung country liko this that wo also 
should not glide into similar courses. Ho 
asserted that the fact of a man acoeptiuga 
seat in the Oabin#t^eyeO''thoagh without 
salary required honb" the less that ho 
should attend to the public and not employ 
bis time and money in floating iron 
mines or other private speculations. It 
was doairablo that Miniatdra aliould be 
-above suspicion of either land-jumping 
or of sarreptilioualy obtaining possession 
of iron mines. I^.waf^esiillblo every where, 
and still more so in'a small country like 
this, whore from the small numhai' both 
of that House and population corrupted 
might bo more easily titleoted then wliero 
tboro wore more to buy. Tho groat hu- 
miliation was, however, that tho late Pre- 
mier had exerted pressure on iSir John A. 
Haodonald to'fOroa Idm'to give cash nom- 
inally for this mine, reially for the yotes 
of British Columbia; he was sorry to say 
that there were other Ministers ooaneotea 
with the unfortunate matter besides the 
late Delegate,to Ottawa aud.in such a grave 
matter as this he thought that no opposi- 
tion should be oHered. Ministers espe- 
ciallyiBboald ba eager to establiah their 
inaooanoe, as be hoped they coald and 
would do. 

Mr. Hmitho thought that it was only 
right that when a suspicion of this sort 
existed tho government would bo only too 
glad to jjrovo their inuouancoif itoiistail. 
It wan the duty of the House and 
ought to ba the pieasuro of the gorern- 
ment to forward ah enquiry. 

Mr. Walkom said it was easy for a 
blackguard to charge another with porju- 
ry and how didioult to j)rove it; he was 
not going to objoot to a Royal Commis- 
sion; but the dilUoulty \vaj that tho writ 
being returnable next session, he must 
lie undar the impotatioa notii they, sub- 
jeot also to the insinuations wbloh might 
bu set afloa'. in tho meanwhile. Ho wish- 
oii to tio Mr. Robson down to some defi- 
nite charj,'e; in tlio event of his failure to 
Bubstantiuto them, he would move for his 
eipulsiou and thuiight the Houmo would 
th.inkhitu for thus ridding the Legislature 
Hall of a pest to sooiety. He referred to 
Mr. Huntington's ease as a precedent and 
said tiiat that guntloraen admitted that 
similar failure would result in a siinilar 
eud; ho would ask Mr. Ralj.ion to sign a 
statomout to tho olfoet tliat ho belioved 
tliat ho oould prove that Messrs. Walkera 
{(ud l^eaveq together \v'ich A{r. i)cCusn:}os 
b!»i towdf» ' fling" to acquire poases- 
sioa of Taxhada Island by means of 
questionable ohiiructor auvl of a motion 
prejudicial to tho public iutero^t, and 
that the ex-Premier had used hin political 
iadueace to extort a largo sum of nioooy 
from Sir Joliii A. jMaedunald's Adminis 
tration. He wished to know whether Mr. 
Bobson would more the above as a reso- 
lution, and insisted that this be put from 
tho Chair as a point of order. 

The Speaker declined to put it. 

Mr. Walkom persi.-itod in diiioussing 
poii'tti at order, and M'". Huiitho aouusod 
thoifou. Attorney General witli wishing 
DOt oi)ly to bo cleared of the ohargo; but 
•l90 Pl seeking revenge. 

Mr, Walkom persisted in taking his 
own course. After long wrangling and 
charges of attai^pti by SfiniHtors to in> 
tiajidato Mr. Roljson, tljo Speaker again 
declined to put the question. 

Mr. Walkem still persisted and called 
for tho Speaker's ruling on the question 
as to whether the motion was ia order. 

The Speaker ruled that the motion was 
irregular. 

Mr. Walkom asked tho Speaker if ho 
would follow the precedent of the Speak- 
er: of th^bjidaae of Qommons. 
' " Bofefft^tKe Speaker could rnlo 

Mr. Robson said that ho tliouglit the 
Hoi}. ^Jr. Huntington's caso wuh not 
rj^litly Htatqd'by tlio Attoi:noy Cjei]oriil; 
and'oorrootod several of his n^isstato- 

,t(|ei)ts, and said that as to tho Atlorney- 
Goneral's threat of following overyoiio who 
was n^ixod up in tl)o matter, ho alone 
gpfc up tljo dootjnjent which holjold in his 
h^ind and which oontainod sulljoiontly 
pl.iiu charges; and thonglit that as tlio 
charges had appeared in one paper boforo 
(Tub CoiiONisT), they ought to bo sulll- 
dontly public. When ho sought to por- 

"form s ptiblio duty ho was not to be 
.bVAWbefttan' or' ontrftppcid by the boa.

Mr. Walkom said that if Mr. DoCnsmoa 
had dono what was charged he was not 
entitled to tlio forbearance of the House ; 
but ho did not buliovo in attueking men 
who woro not proaont, and said thoy 
might attack him and hia colleagues; he 
wont on to contend that some dolhiito 
charge against Mr. DeCosmos which 
ought to ba made h^forfa ho uuuld lot 
the matter pass. They might pass the 
resulutlou against himself and his col- 
leagues if they liked; but not against 
him. He said that Mr. Robson declined 
to sign tue document he (Mr. Walkom) 
had prepared and that the inference waa 
that he could not prove hia case. He 
said that if tho charge was to bo prooood- 
ed «tllh in the gonoral manner" ppoposeil 
he must have Mr. DeCosmos* name sever- 
ed from it, not to protL'ct himself, but to 
protect tho honor of tho House. 

Mr, Beavon oould assure tlio Houso ho 
should be onl^ too liajipy to aee tho 
whole matter investigate!.!; but uiiiy bo 
that it was juatice to tho House if tuo 
oourso followed by Mr. Huntington wore 
adopted here. Ho made his ehavgos 
openly and named tho people agaiust 
whom tho chargos wore dirootod. He had 
nothing to fear from a Royal Coiiimis^*ion ; 
but he objected that if a Royal Ciiiniuis- 
sion were to be granted on ov -ly charge 
made in the newspapers wo should havo 
Royal Oommissiona without end. Ho 
asked Mr. Bobson to take the manly 
course and give nnniea. 

Mr. Robertson said thisboing tlio first 
tih.e on which a Royal Commission had 
boon called for. It would bo well 
to consider the matter well before do- 
ing that which might be a precedent, and 
that in a case of common assault the 
l)arty assaulted must make and swear to 
hia ohargo. Ho thought this was some - 
wliat aiiahigoiiM t" the fimling of a trim 
bill by a grand jury, wuich only decided 
that thero Was good grounds for th« in- 
stitution of ijrocoediugs; and ho thought 
the hon. member ought to state on his 
honor that he believes ho can give roason- 
ablo grounds for his proposed course. 

Mr. Robson rei)liod that tho hon. 
senior member for Esquimalt hud asked 
him to make a ohargo. Ho belioved that 
tho charges having been made, not by 
himself, but throughout the length and 
breadth of the of Province and Dominion 
an investigation was demanded; but he 
could say that from information in his 
possession he believed there was good 
reason for tho course he asked for. The 
hou. Chief GommisBioaor had asked for 
an enquiry himself on a mere news- 
paper charge. Thepointwus, would tho 
Govornmout accept the clianco ho gave 
them of clearing theuisolvos, or whether 
they would make use of their lu ijority to 
vote down the resolution and under" 
theqbarge. 

Mr. Humphreys said, in answer to tho 
sneers of Ministera about new.spaper 
charges, that such charges gener- 
ally appeared in newspapers and 
wore thou spoken of in the House and 
the matter gone intg farther or dropped, 
according to the aoswer racoived. He 
proposed that a oomiaittee of tho House 
ba iirst appointed and then a R jyal Com - 
mission boaijpointod or not, as mij;ht bo 
advisable. 

Mr. Walkom proposed that tho hon. 
gentleman should move to appoint acom- 
mittco of his own choosing to investigate 
the matter at once.

Mr, Robson beliovod that, from infor- 
mation he had rooeived, there was sulU- 
cient ground for the course ho had mov- 
ed for ana had no objoctiou to hia words 
being taken down. 

Mr. Robertson was Balisfiod that if ho 
beliovoil ull ho heard ho slionld havo to 
belioTo tiuit all the members of the iiousn.
